When Durham Brothers added 
a peanut factory to their pecan 
bue.ness a few years ago. interest 
in growing peanuts in this section 
which had begun to lag just a 
little was revived. This fall with 
the Durham plant running at full 
capacity and Comanche recogniz­ 
ed a5 one of the world's biggest 
peanut markets, the peanut in­ 
dustry has assumed 
major

In fact with less than 
a hundred bales of cotton market­ 
ed here up to last Saturday, while 
peanuts were coming in at the 
rate of fifteen cars per day at a 
top price of 94»2c per bushel, 
many are pointing to the once 
lowly peanut” as the salvation 
of Comanche County. 
This influx of money from the 
peanut crop has raised the ques­ 
tion of Just when and how did 
the peanut industry originate in 
this county. 
From the old fUea of The Chief 
and De Leon Free Preas and from 
interviews with fanners we sub­ 
mit the following brief history of 
the industry: 
"Peanut" was one a word com­ 
monly used to describe somethin«

and this may be true today in 
some parts of Texas, but not in 
Comanche County where the cul­ 
tivation of peanut* is the princi­ 
pal crop of more than half of the 
farmers. 
Thirty years ago. this county 
produced more than 50.000 bales 
of cotton annually and this large 
cotton crop was almost the only

dren or for the wife to use in 
making candy or as a substitute 
for pecans in cooking. 
In 1908. the boll weevils began 
to come into this county in such 
quantities that seriously threaten­ 
ed the cotton crop.

Com anche County’s Court House is in a dangerous 
condition and may be condemn«^ by the State building 
inspector snould he pay an official visit to Com anche, is the 
belief of m any who have inspected th a t building recently. 
Should this come to pass, it w’ould m ean that the county 
officials w?ould have to abandon the building and rent office 
*pace elsewhere until a new building could be completed or 
the old one repaired. This would be expensive. 
The county now1 has an opportunity to get a govern­ 
m ent grant to pay approxim ately one-half tne cos: of a new 
building, if the citizens should see fit to vote bonds for the 
remaind«*r. This opportunity m ight not be available w ithin a 
few years and if it then should be found necessary to erect 
a new building the entire cost would be throw n upon the 
Com anche County tax payers. 
Most of the governm ent projects underw ay in C om an­ 
che County will expire w ithin the next few weeks and unless 
other projects are started, m any governm ent workers would 
be throw n out of em ploym ent and there would be actual 
.suffering. Should a new court house be em Ted, there would 
be em ploym ent for the governm ent workers for at least eight 
m onths, it is said. 
CITIZENS INVITED TO INSPECT COURT HOUSE 
County officials state that tiiey coidially invite any 
and all voters to come to Com anche and inspect the court 
house building, The officials will be glad to take any person 
on an inspection tour of the building from the top to the 
basem ent, officials state.

It is the duty of every voter, as we see it. to study the 
proposition, to discuss the m atter with his neighbors and the 
county officials, exam ine the court house, and then vote as 
he deems best. T here should be no hard feelings in an election 
of this kind and every fellow should give the other voter a 
right to think for himself, and to vote as he pleases.

Farmers came from all parts 
of the county and from adjoin­ 
ing counties the next spring to 
see the fields of peanuts grown 
by these five men. John Nabers. 
J. L. Lewis, N. B. Terry, Leroy 
Short, and N. B. Terry. 
The yield of this first experi­ 
mental crop of peanuts was even 
beyond the fondest hopes, aver- 
ing about fifty bushels per acre. 
The farmers of this section knew 
nothing of harvesting peanuts; so 
they had to write to Louisiana to 
find out. The Louisiana!» explain­ 
ed to them that they could buy a 
machine called a peanut thresher 
for a reasonable price. 
The farmers lacking sufficient 
funds of their own, asked the 
other farmers of the community 
to help raise money in order to 
buy this new thresh«. This com­ 
munity club, which was formed, 
appointed a committee to visit a! 
Ds Leon banker, who after much 
persuasion and a mortgage on 
the peanut crop decided to lend 
the farmers the money. 
Three oar loads of pefcnuts 
were shipped out of that com­ 
munity during the first season. 
The average price was $1 per 
bushel.

brought wealth to the peanut far­ 
mers as they had never known 
before the culture of this new 
crop had been introduced. 
Prior to 1914, the peanut-, in 
their sheil had been shipped cut 
of the county as the whole nut. 
but in that year. a peanut mill 
was ereoted at De Leon and but 
few peanuts were shipped out 
ft j from the 
county before 
being 
■ i shelled or crushed. A few years 
later a second mill was estab- 
lishec at De Leon and three years 
ago a mill was opened at Coman­ 
che. 
In 1920 the Cleburne Peanut 
Company attem pted to corner the 
peanut crop of Texas, and the 
price rose to $3.50 per bushel. 
Dur.ng this price war; Jeff Collins 
of Downing, marketed his crop 
of forty acres which brought him 
the gross sum of $8,500. After all 
expenses of growing the crop and 
harvesting it. his peanut crop 
netted him $7,200 on the forty 
acres of land in a single year. 
Beginning in 1927. N. E. Young, 
a fanner in the northern part of 
the county, planted a test crop of 
peanuts each year in a five acre 
patch. His average production fqr 
the first year was 57 buahels. the 
second year was 86 bushels, the 
third year 73 bushels, the fourth 
year 81 
bushels, and 
the fifth 
year 
was 89 bushels. The land 
had 
been fertilized 
with 
fcern 
yard manure, and the crop was 
raised on 
land that 
had been 
planted in peanuts for the pre­ 
ceding ten years. The price, how­ 
ever. had dropped to $1 to $1.25 a 
bushel during this time, but still 
was sufficiently high to leave Mr. 
Young a nice profit. 
Within the last few years, the 
yield has declined and the pro­ 
duction now averages from 20 to 
60 bushels per acre depending 
j upon the nature* of the land and 
the season and to some extent 
upon the energy and wisdom of 
the farmer who raises the crop. 
Practically all of the peanuts are 
raised on the sandy loam farm s;
